Tests To Take

School Week

The first day of schoél under
the Torrance City School sys-
tem, Monday Sept. 15, will be de-
voted largely to registration, ac-
cording ' to Superintendent of
Schools' J. Henrich Hull

‘The  superintendent said ‘that
the first week will be devoted to
obtaining standardized test
scores on all children, and a min
imum school day policy will be
followed during the first five
days.

_ Superintendent Hull said:

“The principals have consid-
ered this matter and decided
that it would be best to have
a minimum day of school in
the first week in order to
leave teachers free for accom-
plishing this - testing  program
of California Standard Achieve-
ment tests and Mental Matur-
ity tests. It is felt that, when
the teacher corrects the test
paper on her own children, she
has a good start towards un-

derstanding that phase of his
abilities which can be meas-

ured by pencil and paper tests.

“Teachers will be meeting in
the' afternoon during the week
of Sept. 8, in their own building
with their principals and plan-
ning their work.  During the
